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Selectmen's  Report 


During  the  summer  of  1965  the  Selectmen  inaugurated 
the  practice  of  holding  meetings  during  the  three  summer 
months  at  two  week  intervals,  instead  of  weekly.  The  plan 
seemed  to  be  successful,  and  as  far  as  members  could  de- 
termine imposed  hardship  on  only  one  person,  the  Town 
Accountant  who  had  the  added  work  of  calling  on  them  on 
the  ''off"  week  to  get  the  pay  roll  signed.  The  meetings 
will  probably  be  held  at  two-week  intervals  during  the 
summer  of  1965. 

With  the  money  available  to  publish,  in  mimeograph 
form,  information  which  the  selectmen  thought  to  be  im- 
portant for  the  citizens,  several  bulletins  were  distributed 
from  each  of  the  two  post  offices,  from  the  Haydenville 
Bank,  from  the  Town  Office,  and  from  some  of  the  busi- 
ness establishments  of  the  two  villages.  It  has  seemed  to 
the  Selectmen  that  such  published  information  was  of  real 
benefit,  and  the  board  contemplates  continuing  the  prac- 
tice during  the  year  1965,  if  the  Town  votes  money  for 
that  purpose.  It  was  at  first  thought  that  distribution  of 
all  such  material  to  all  on  the  voting  list  might  be  pos- 
sible, but  the  cost  of  mailing  and  postage  would  seem  to 
make  such  an  idea  impossible  for  the  present,  at  least. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Selectmen  would  remind  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  that  the  meetings  of  the  board,  beginning 
each  Monday  evening  (except  during  the  summer  as  noted 
above)  at  7:30  are  public  meetings,  and  open  to  anyone 
who  might  wish  to  attend.  It  is,  we  suppose,  only  natural 
that  you  come  in  only  when  you  have  a  particular  idea  in 
mind.  Most  of  the  meetings  are  fairly  unexciting,  but  all 
are  important. 
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Here  follow  a  few  of  the  items  taken  from  the  minutes 
of  the  meetings  as  they  occurred  during  the  year.

I  wish  to  point  out  to  all  persons  who  receive  salaries 
or  wages  from  the  Town  of  Williamsburg  that  they  must 
file  Withholding  Exemption  Certificates  with  the  Town 
Treasurer  to  determine  the  payroll  income  tax  deduction. 
The  Federal  Certificate  is  Form  W-4  and  the  State  Certifi- 
cate is  Form  M-4.  This  form  must  be  accurate  and  up-to- 
date  at  all  times.  If  the  present  form  is  correct  let  it 
stand.  If,  however,  it  is  in  error,  either  because  exemp- 
tions have  changed  or  for  other  reasons  (the  address  has 
changed,  etc.)  new  certificates  should  be  filled  out.  These 
certificates  may  be  obtained  from  the  department  head  or 
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the  Town  Treasurer.  It  is  important  that  these  certifi- 
cates have  the  correct  name,  address,  number  of  exemp- 
tions and  Social  Security  account  number.

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Report  of 
the  Highway  Department 


To  the  townspeople  of  Williamsburg  I  hereby  submit  a 
brief  summary  of  projects  completed  in  the  various 
accounts  of  this  department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1964. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION 

This  year  we  moved  our  90  construction  to  Mountain 
Street  where  a  new  layout  was  designed  from  Hatfield 
Street  to  North  Farms  Road  which  we  feel  will  be  a  de- 
sirable improvement  as  this  section  now  has  some  very 
dangerous  curves  and  is  carrying  a  considerable  amount 
of  light  and  truck  traffic.  There  was  a  large  amount  of 
blasting  and  this  year  the  bulk  of  the  work  was  blasting. 
Also  80  per  cent  of  the  fill  necessary  for  completion  of 
the  project  was  drawn  in.  This  is  set  up  as  a  three  year 
project,  with  all  rough  cutting  work  for  the  length  of  it 
done  this  year  with  approximately  half  of  the  finished 
construction  to  be  done  next  year  and  the  rest  the  follow- 
ing year.  Time  of  completion  will  depend  on  amount  of 
money  appropriated  each  year. 

CHAPTER  822 

This  amount  of  $5,991.64  is  a  special  grant  to  the  town 
from  the  state  and  was  used  in  conjunction  with  Chapter 
81  money  to  construct  2,200  feet  of  Old  Goshen  Road, 
starting  where  the  hard  surface  ended  previously  and  pro- 
ceeding northerly.  This  section  of  road  was  built  to 
Chapter  90  standards.    Everything  was  completed  with 
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the  exception  of  a  seal  coat  which  will  be  applied  next 
year. 

TOWN  RECONSTRUCTION  AND 
NEW  CONSTRUCTION  ACCOUNT 

This  account  of  $6,000  was  used  to  construct  2,100  feet 
of  Depot  Road,  starting  at  the  end  of  the  hard  surface 
and  proceeding  northerly.  This  section  was  built  to 
Chapter  90  specifications  with  the  exception  of  two  feet 
less  in  width  of  hard  top.  This  section  will  also  have  to 
be  sealed  next  summer  to  complete  the  project. 

BRIDGE  AND  RAILINGS  ACCOUNT 

All  railings  that  were  broken  by  snow  and  snow  re- 
moval operations  were  repaired  with  the  money  in  this 
account  as  well  as  many  minor  repairs  on  wooden  deck 
bridges.  The  bridge  on  Village  Hill  had  to  be  closed  off 
entirely  during  the  latter  part  of  September  as  the  old 
decking  was  completel  yworn  out  at  one  end.  A  new  steel 
plank  bridge  is  planned  as  a  replacement,  but  difficulties 
have  arisen  in  procuring  steel.  As  soon  as  the  steel, 
which  as  been  ordered  arrives,  it  will  be  possible  to  finish 
the  bridge  and  re-open  it.  This  better  type  of  bridge 
should  be  well  worth  the  inconvenience  which  has  been 
experienced. 

CHAPTER  81  AND  CHAPTER  90 
MAINTENANCE  ACCOUNTS 

With  these  accounts  all  routine  or  regular  work  such 
as  sealing,  drainage,  scraping,  etc.  was  done  on  all  roads. 
Some  of  the  Chapter  81  funds  had  to  be  used  for  snow 
removal,  and  I  feel  that  it  is  wrong  to  skip  necessary  main- 
tenance work  in  order  to  have  funds  enough  for  snow  re- 
moval. Elsewhere  in  this  report  may  be  found  the  street 
listing  and  amount  expended  on  each  from  the  Chapter 
81  Account. 
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WINTER  AND  GENERAL  HIGHWAYS  ACCOUNT 

To  this  date,  we  have  received  about  75  inches  of  snow 
for  the  year  which  is  about  normal  for  this  region.  Also 
we  have  had  many  rain  and  freezing  rain  storms.  More 
salt  and  sand  was  used  during  the  year  as  has  been  the 
case  for  the  past  few  years.  It  seems  to  be  the  general 
feeling  that  more  snow  should  be  removed  from  the  center 
of  the  village  and  places  where  parking  is  a  problem.  It 
seems  that  some  adjustment  in  the  budget  could  be  made 
to  open  a  new  account  for  this  work. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  town  officials  and  department 
heads  as  v/ell  as  residents  for  their  fine  cooperation  which 
has  been  a  great  help  to  me  in  carrying  out  all  the  projects 
of  this  department.

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Report  of  Tree  Warden 
and  Moth  Superintendent 


With  money  from  the  Tree  Warden's  Account  we  re- 
moved seven  large  dead  elms  not  afflicted  with  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  but  dead  or  dying  and  a  menace  to  sidewalks  and 
highways. 

Also,  six  large  maples  were  removed,  trees  that  were 
too  far  gone  to  try  to  save  as  shade  trees. 

A  program  of  pruning  of  dead  wood  and  interferring 
branches  on  many  of  the  street  shade  trees  was  carried 
on  in  the  hope  of  lengthening  the  life  of  these  trees.  This 
type  of  work  was  done  on  47  trees  on  South  Street,  and 
all  dead  wood  was  removed  from  shade  trees  on  Adams 
Road  and  Mountain  Street  as  well  as  sections  of  Depot 
Road. 

Williamsburg  Rotary  Club  gave  a  terrific  boost  to  the 
planting  program  by  purchasing  and  having  planted  10 
locust  and  15  maple  trees.  This  program  was  a  good  one 
and  hope  that  the  Club  will  feel  it  worthwhile  to  continue 
it  next  year. 

I  have  walked  through  the  woodlands  twice  this  year 
and  am  happy  to  report  that  last  year's  aerial  spray  pro- 
gram to  control  the  outbreak  of  gypsy  moth  was  very  suc- 
cessful. There  was  no  defoliation  this  spring  and  very 
few  clusters  were  found  on  trees  this  fall.  Also,  I  noticed 
no  change  in  fish  and  birdlife  where  the  spraying  was 
done. 

With  the  Dutch  Elm  Account  69  diseased  trees  were  re- 
moved.  A  scouting  crew  from  the  University  of  Massa- 
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chusetts  took  63  samples  of  which  57  were  found  to  be 
afflicted  with  Dutch  Elm  Disease.  Of  these  trees,  52  have 
been  removed  with  plans  made  for  the  State  crew  to  re- 
move the  last  five  later  this  winter. 

Removal  and  disposal  of  nine  of  last  year's  trees  and 
six  from  the  year  before  as  well  as  two  from  a  previous 
year  was  accomplished,  along  with  disposal  of  trees  re- 
moved this  year  so  that  as  of  this  date  all  trees  sampled 
have  been  removed  and  disposed  of. 

This  does  not  mean,  however,  that  all  Dutch  Elm  trees 
have  been  removed,  but  as  there  are  not  funds  available 
for  sampling"  all  trees,  street  trees  are  the  prime  con- 
sideration. There  are  still  many  diseased  trees  farther  in 
the  woods  which  should  be  taken  care  of  if  there  is  to  be 
control  of  the  disease. 

On  the  brighter  side  of  the  picture,  I  am  happy  to  re- 
port that  one  of  the  elms  seems  to  have  developed  an  im- 
munity to  the  disease  as  last  year  it  sampled  out  as  hav- 
ing Dutch  Elm  Disease  and  this  spring  it  leaved  out  fully 
and  appeared  to  be  quite  healthy.  This  has  occurred  in 
other  places  so  there  may  be  a  possibility  of  the  trees  de- 
veloping an  immunity  to  the  disease.

Report  of  the  Police  Department 


The  streets  were  patrolled  week-ends  and  holidays  when 
traffic  was  heavy. 

The  police  v/ored  a  total  of  1,097  hours  (this  includes 
61  hours  matron  service  at  the  Police  Station)  and  trav- 
elled 5,455  miles. 

School  crossing  officers  worked  a  total  of  8961/2  hours. 

Two  patients  were  transported  to  hospitals,  one  to  Coo- 
ley  Dickinson  and  one  to  the  State  Hospital.  Twenty-five 
motor  vehicle  accidents  were  reported  to  the  local  police, 
nine  one-car  accidents,  tv/elve  two-car  accidents,  one  in- 
volved three  cars;  one  a  bike,  one  a  motorcycle  that  hit 
and  killed  a  dog,  both  operator  and  passenger  were  in- 
jured, and  one  car  hit  a  pedestrian  severely  injuring  her. 
The  driver  was  apprehended  and  prosecuted.  A  total  of 
fifteen  persons  claimed  injuries  in  the  accidents  reported 
to  the  local  police. 

State  Police  reports  showe  da  total  of  twenty-one  acci- 
dents reported  of  were  investigated  by  their  Department, 
two  of  these  accidents  were  fatal. 

Four  cars  reported  stolen  were  found  in  Williamsburg, 
one  owned  by  a  Rockville,  Conn.,  man  stolen  from  Spring- 
field, two  from  Northampton,  one  from  Florence. 

One  car  reported  stolen  from  Menard's  Auto  Body 
Shop,  that  had  been  left  there  for  repairs. 

One  car  reported  damaged  (windshield)  while  parked 
in  a  yard  on  Eastern  Avenue,  most  likely  by  an  air  rifle. 

Thirty-three  persons  lost  their  right  to  operate  for  vari- 
ous periods  of  time  during  the  year,  four  requested  by  the 
chief. 
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Three  breaking-entering-  and  larceny  complaints  were 
received  my  the  Department,  two  in  business  places  and 
one  at  the  Noble  Mfg.  Co.  None  of  these  have  been  solved. 

Four  sheep  and  two  small  pigs  were  reported  killed  by 
dogs.  Two  pheasants  were  killed  and  five  missing  from 
the  Munroe  farm  on  South  Street  caused  by  dogs. 

Eleven  dogs  were  reported  hit  by  cars.  Two  were 
strays,  killed — three  were  killed  having  owners.  One 
was  taken  to  the  S.  P.  C.  A.  (stray) . 

Four  dogs  reported  hit  by  cars  not  located,  one  dog  hit 
and  was  destroyed  by  police  at  owner's  request.  One  dog 
was  destroyed  by  police  at  owner's  request.  One  dog  de- 
stroyed by  police  was  found  on  Mountain  Street  with  a 
mouth  full  of  quills,  no  identification;  five  persons  com- 
plained that  they  were  bitten  by  dogs.  Eight  dogs 
(strays)  were  taken  to  the  S.  P.  C.  A. 

Four  persons  complained  they  had  property  stolen,  as 
follows:  lumber,  two  tires,  money,  wrenches,  air  com- 
pressor and  paint  spray,  gun.  Two  of  these  complaints 
were  solved,  no  court  action  was  taken  at  the  owner's  re- 
quest. 

Thirty-seven  summons  were  served  for  outside  depart- 
ments. 

Twenty-nine  pistol  permits  were  issued.  Two  dealers, 
firearms,  shotguns  and  rifles.  Three  dealers,  shotguns 
and  rifles,  six  gunsmiths.  A  total  of  eighty-eight  dollars 
was  paid  to  the  town  treasurer.

The  amount  to  be  raised  in  1964  was  less  than  1963, 
due  to  reduced  appropriations  and  the  property  valuation 
was  greater  due  to  State  requirements  for  assessments  at 
*'Full  and  Fair  Cash  Value.''  Both  of  these  factors  con- 
tributed to  the  low  tax  rate  of  $42.00  per  $1,000  value. 

The  total  of  property  valuation  for  1965  will  be  gener- 
ally the  same  as  that  of  1964  with  the  exception  of  such 
increase  necessary  to  cover  the  value  of  new  structures 
built  in  1964. 

Due  to  this  situation  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  amount 
of  appropriations  voted  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in 
March,  1965,  will  be  the  main  factor  in  determining  the 
tax  rate  for  1965. 

Under  Chapter  808  of  the  Acts  of  1963,  effective  as  of 
Jan.  1,  1964,  granting  a  limited  exemption  to  qualified 
elderly  persons,  there  were  thirty-one  (31)  abatements 
granted  amounting  to  $4,665.36  in  tax  relief  on  a  total 
valuation  of  Real  Estate  of  $111,080.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following*  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1964. 

All  establishments  selling  or  serving  food  were  in- 
spected and  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition  in  re- 
gard to  sanitary  rules  and  regulations.  Licenses  to  milk 
dealers  and  for  the  sale  of  milk  in  stores  were  issued  as 
required. 

Mr.  Harold  Smart,  inspector  of  livestock  and  slaughter- 
ing, reported  that  there  were  48  inspections  of  livestock 
and  10  inspections  of  slaughtering.  His  duties,  also,  in- 
clude the  inspection  of  animals  shipped  in  from  out  of 
state. 

Septic  tank  permits  were  issued  for  replacing  old  tanks, 
and  the  installation  of  new  ones.  A  reminder — before  a 
permit  can  be  issued  by  the  building  inspector,  the  Board 
of  Health  is  required  to  approve  proposed  disposal  of 
waste  material. 

A  Well  Child  Clinic  was  held  again  this  year.  Arrange- 
ment for  this  were  made  by  Mrs.  Mabel  Shumway,  R.N., 
the  visiting  nurse.  The  pediatrician  was  again  Dr.  Use 
Lewy  of  Northampton.  A  total  of  114  children  were  ex- 
amined. 

The  Board  decided  to  wait  until  this  spring  before  hav- 
ing a  combined  ''booster  clinic"  for  children  and  adults 
as  all  sources  of  information  as  to  the  methods  and  ma- 
terials do  not  agree.  We  will  conduct  such  a  clinic  when 
more  definite  information  is  available.  Three  premature 
births  were  reported.  The  usual  cases  of  measles,  mumps. 
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chicken  pox  and  dog  bite  were  reported,  plus  cases  of 
German  measles. 

The  Board  is  pleased  that  the  Protective  By-Law  was 
passed.  It  has  proven  helpful  to  us. 

We  hope  that  the  next  year  will  bring  continued  pro- 
gress in  plans  for  a  town  sewerage  system.  If  a  sewer 
system  does  not  prove  feasible  in  the  near  future,  other 
steps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  eliminate  pollution  of  the 
Mill  River.

and  District  Director  of 
Veterans'  Services  for  1964 


The  Town  of  Williamsburg  had  a  total  of  14  cases  re- 
ceiving Veterans'  Benefits  in  1964.  Approximately 
$11,740.00  was  spent  on  these  cases,  one-half  of  this  will 
be  reimbursed  by  the  State.  For  the  year  1963,  Williams- 
burg received  a  reimbursement  of  $6,784.70  from  the 
State. 

There  were  8  permanent  cases  and  6  temporary  cases, 
6  applications  were  taken  on  veterans  themselves,  the  rest 
of  which  were  taken  on  dependents  of  veterans.  A  total 
of  25  dependents  were  on  the  rolls  in  1964.  The  benefits 
were  ordinary,  fuel,  doctor,  medication,  hospital  and  mis- 
cellaneous. 

In  the  eight  town  district,  of  which  Williamsburg  is  a 
member,  a  total  of  $19,675.31  was  spent  on  cases  receiv- 
ing various  benefits.  One-half  of  this  will  be  reimbursed 
by  the  State. 

May  I  remind  all  veterans  and  their  dependents  that  if 
1  can  be  of  help  to  them  to  call  me  at  667-9401  from  9-5 
weekdays.  My  office  has  a  complete  line  of  VA  forms 
and  a  photo-copy  machine. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  your  Town  Accountant,  Town  Treasurer  and 
all  whom  I  have  worked  with  throughout  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the 
Town  Hall  Committee 


Ten  meetings  of  the  Williamsburg  Town  Hall  Com- 
mittee have  been  held  as  needed  since  the  last  town 
meeting  to  proceed  with  restoration  of  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Committee  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  expert 
assistance  of  Mr.  Charles  M.  Damon,  Registered  Engineer, 
to  draw  the  plans  for  the  ''Septic  Tank  and  Leaching 
Field."  These  were  approved  by  Mr.  lantosca,  state  in- 
spector and  the  work  was  done  by  the  lowest  bidder,  Mr. 
Siegfried  Herrmann. 

Several  small  bids  have  been  secured  and  work  accom- 
plished including:  polyethlene  vapor  barrier  under  the 
complete  building  to  keep  the  moisture  out  of  the  building 
and  timbers;  office  room  insulated  and  refinished  with  a 
new  ceiling,  lighting  and  sidewalls;  former  toilet  rooms 
have  been  made  into  one  room  with  linoleum  covered  ply- 
wood flooring;  water  line  connected  to  new  restrooms; 
new  front  hall  ceiling;  outside  bulletin  board  for  post- 
ing town  business;  the  front  door  restored  with  new 
hardware  and  locks. 

The  roof  and  tower  have  been  repaired  and  resurfaced 
with  asphalt  coating,  with  addition  of  several  features  to 
help  preserve  them. 

There  is  still  need  of  more  work  to  be  done  to  put  our 
Town  Hall  in  first  class  condition  and  it  is  hoped  the  res- 
toration may  be  carried  on  for  at  least  another  year  so 
that  the  building  so  centrally  located  may  give  pride  and 
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beauty  as  well  as  utilitarian  use  to  the  citizens  of 
Williamsburg.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


The  most  important  actions  of  the  Water  Department 
during  1964  have  been  related  to  a  problem  of  low  water 
pressure  and  volume  at  the  South  Main  Street  end  of  the 
water  main  in  Haydenville.  The  firm  of  Tighe  and  Bond 
was  engaged  to  make  engineering  recommendations  to 
solve  the  problem.  As  a  result  of  their  recommendations 
and  the  cooperation  of  the  County  Commissioners  and 
Howard  Sanderson,  it  is  expected  that  measures  will  be 
instituted  in  the  spring  of  1965  to  tie  the  Sanatorium 
Water  Tower  into  the  system  for  additional  pressure  and 
volume  as  needed.  A  portion  of  the  main  will  also  be  re- 
placed. 

The  cooperation  of  the  County  Commissioners  and  Mr. 
Sanderson  are  deeply  appreciated  as  their  actions  brought 
about  the  reasonable  solution  of  a  problem  which  could 
have  cost  as  much  as  $100,000.00. 

It  was  necessary  to  replace  the  chlorinator  pump  at  a 
cost  of  $291.95.  The  gate  to  the  upper  reservoir  was  re- 
placed with  a  chain  link  gate  and  42  feet  of  fencing.  Fans 
were  placed  on  the  dam  at  the  lower  reservoir  to  prevent 
malicious  destruction  to  water  department  property  and 
to  prevent  unauthorized  persons  from  crossing. 

During  1964  three  new  three-quarter  inch  services  were 
added.  There  were  ten  renewals,  one,  one  and  a  quarter 
inch  and  nine  three-quarter  inch.  Three  new  hydrants 
were  installed  replacing  old  ones  and  five  meters  repaired. 
Two  two-inch  meters  and  six  three-quarter  inch  meters 
were  installed. 

In  order  to  conserve  the  water  in  the  storage  reservior 
for  emergency  purposes  it  was  necessary  to  pump  from 
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the  Gravel  Packed  well  during  the  months  of  July,  Sep- 
tember, October  and  November.  As  a  result  there  was  a 
reasonably  good  supply  of  water  in  the  main  reservoir  all 
during  the  severe  drouth  conditions. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  note  the  passing  of  Mr.  John 
Nehring,  member  of  the  board.  Mr.  Nehring  was  a  fine 
addition  to  the  Water  Department  and  his  friendly  co- 
operation and  hard  work  will  be  missed.

Because  Williamsburg's  lack  of  a  sev/age  system,  and 
the  attendant  Mill  River  pollution,  have  been  very  real 
deterrents,  to  the  attraction  of  new  industry  here,  as  well 
as  posing  very  definite  health  hazards  to  the  community, 
the  ComjTiission  has  this  past  year  made  some  attempt  to 
acquaint  the  public  with  the  urgency  of  having  a  sewage 
system  installation  expedited,  as  recommended  with  in- 
creasing stress  by  the  state  and  local  departments  of 
public  health. 

To  this  end  the  Commission  sponsored  at  the  Anne  T. 
Dunphy  School  a  discussion  meeting  of  selectmen,  local 
health  board  and  water  commission  members,  and  indi- 
viduals interested  in  conservation  and  recreation.  Sena- 
tor Bisbee  met  with  this  group,  offered  to  obtain  help  from 
the  state  health  department,  and  subsequently  arranged 
a  telephone  call  to  the  commission's  secretary  from  Rich- 
ard M.  Power,  state  sanitary  engineer,  who  agreed  to 
come  to  Williamsburg  to  address  a  public  assembly  rela- 
tive to  v/ater  pollution,  sewage  system  costs,  state  helps 
thereto,  and  pertinent  matters. 

The  Commission  obtained  colored  pictures  of  various 
high  danger  pollution  spots  along  the  Mill  River,  showing 
raw  sewage  being  emptied  into  the  stream,  and  at  some 
sections  children  playing  in  areas  of  very  obvious  health 
hazard  owing  to  residential  building  wastes  entering  the 
river.  Dr.  Benjamin  Isgur,  state  conservationist,  was 
also  approached  relative  to  an  address  here,  and  plans 
Vv^ere  well  laid  for  a  public  meeting  with  illustrative 
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colored  slides  and  addresses  by  state  officials,  but  such  a 
session  was  deferred  on  request  of  the  selectmen  who 
>vere  awaiting  completion  of  the  proposed  sewage  sys- 
tem survey  by  the  engineering  firm,  of  Tighe  and  Bond. 

The  proposed  protective  by-law  prepared  by  town  coun- 
sel was  studied  by  the  commission,  which  endorsed  it 
unanimously,  because  of  the  close  relation  of  industrial 
development  to  zoning  protections,  upon  Vv-hich  prospec- 
tive industrial  or  business  newcomers  frequently  insist 
before  locating  in  a  community.  The  Commission  also 
conferred  with  town  counsel  relative  to  possibilities  for 
some  sort  of  restraining  order  which  might  bar  additional 
house  trailers,  pending  bylaw  acceptance  in  towTi  meeting, 
since  it  has  become  obvious  that  prospective  builders  of 
high  cost  homes  will  not  be  induced  to  enter  a  to^\Ti  where 
there  is  no  protection  from  possibility  of  trailers  popping 
at  any  time  into  their  neighborhoods. 

Commission  members  conferred  with  owners  of  a  local 
mill  when  it  was  rumored  that  the  firm  might  leave  Wil- 
liamsburg owing  to  water  supply  limitations.  Subsequent 
meetings  with  the  water  commissioners  resulted  in  a  plan 
wereby  the  firm's  water  problems  were  alleviated  for  the 
time  being. 

Mrs.  Viola  Fraser  of  Haydenville  has  this  year  been 
appointed  to  a  five-year  term  on  the  Commission,  replac- 
ing Frank  Smith,  who  resigned  on  moving  to  Amherst. 

Expenditures  this  year  have  included  $15  for  making 
of  colored  slides  of  the  Mill  River  conditions  and  a  $5 
custodian  fee  for  the  meeting  held  in  Dunphy  School. 

Additional  talks  have  been  made  with  a  New  England 
area  plant  engineer  in  attempt  to  interest  him  in  recom- 
miending  the  Haydenville  mill  to  some  of  his  new  business 
prospects,  but  quite  emphatically  it  has  been  pointed  out 
that  taxes  in  this  community  are  too  high,  both  for  poten- 
tial owners  and  for  the  families  which  any  such  might 
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bring  with  them  to  a  new  business  location.  It  is  also  ob- 
vious that  local  tax  rates  are  a  deterrent  to  new  building 
here,  not  more  than  one  residence  of  any  size  having  been 
constructed  here  in  the  past  year. 

It  remains  apparent  that  high  taxes  and  lack  of  a  sew- 
age system  are  the  two  biggest  stumbling  blocks,  and  they 
are  substantial  ones,  to  possibilities  of  the  town's  obtain- 
ing new  industry  for  the  Haydenville  mill  or  for  any  other 
local  site.

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Report  of  Fire  Department 


Fire  calls  answered  this  year  were  as  follows:  9  house, 
17  grass  or  woodland,  7  vehicle,  7  dump,  2  barn  and  5 
miscellaneous. 

Extreme  drought  conditions  were  prevalent  during  the 
summer  and  fall.  However,  our  fire  losses  were  very 
small  due  to  the  excellent  cooperation  of  all  the  towns- 
people. We  are  also  very  fortunate  to  have  an  adequate 
supply  of  water — both  for  domestic  use  and  for  fighting 
fires.  The  Water  Department  has  installed  many  new 
type  hydrants  in  the  last  few  years  which  makes  for  better 
fire  protection. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  met  several  times  with 
the  Board  of  Health  relative  to  the  fire  hazard  created  by 
the  town  dump.  It  was  thought  at  first  a  hydrant  line  to 
that  area  was  the  answer  but  after  meeting  with  the 
Water  Department  it  was  found  that  with  the  existing 
laws,  property  owners  along  the  pipe  line  would  have  to 
pay  for  its  installation.  This,  of  course,  would  not  be  fair 
so  a  new  proposal  is  being  considered.  It  is  now  our  opin- 
ion that  a  wide  fire  line  be  established  around  the  dump 
area.  This  will,  without  a  doubt,  help  stop  the  spread  of 
fire. 

Everyone  should  know  the  phone  number  of  their  Fire 
Department.  These  numbers  are  listed  inside  the  front 
cover  of  the  phone  book,  under  Fire  Department  in  the 
alphabetical  listing  and  under  Williamsburg,  Town  of. 

The  schools  are  inspected  periodically  and  are  found  to 
be  in  good  condition.  All  personnel  are  cleared  from  the 
buildings  in  less  than  one  minute  from  the  alarm. 
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This  year  2  two-way  radios  and  a  radio  receiver  on  the 
County  Communications  System  were  added  to  our  equip- 
ment. In  the  near  future  we  hope  to  have  radios  on  all 
fire  vehicles. 

John  Nehring,  our  Deputy  Chief  in  Haydenville,  died 
suddenly  in  November.  We  were  all  deeply  saddened  by 
his  death.  He  was  a  dedicated  firefighter  and  will  long  be 
remembered  by  this  Department. 

Russell  Johndrow  has  been  appointed  Deputy  Chief  in 
Haydenville  and  has  charge  of  Co.  2. 

One  man  from  this  department  attended  the  Fire  Offi- 
cers* Conference  at  the  University  of  Connecticut  for 
three  days  in  April  and  one  man  attended  the  New  Haven, 
Connecticut  Fire  School  for  one  week  in  June. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  men  of  the 
Williamsburg  and  Haydenville  Fire  Department  for  their 
continued  cooperation  during  this  past  year.

Article  1.  To  elect  a  Moderator  for  one  year.  To  elect 
one  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years,  who  shall  be  an 
Overseer  of  Public  Welfare.  To  elect  one  Town  Clerk,  one 
Treasurer,  one  Elector  under  the  will  of  Oliver  Smith, 
Esq.,  one  Tree  Warden,  all  for  the  term  of  one  year  each. 
To  elect  two  School  Committee  Members,  one  Assessor, 
one  Tax  Collector,  one  Regional  School  Committee  Mem- 
ber, one  Member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  one  Water  Com- 
missioner, one  Trust  Fund  Commissioner,  one  Recreation 
Commissioner,  and  one  Trustee  of  the  Haydenville  Lib- 
rary, all  for  a  term  of  three  years  each. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  minor  Town  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  committee  to  expend  the  in- 
come from  the  Whiting  Street  Fund. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen, 
Treasurer,  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Assessors,  School 
Committee,  Water  Commissioners,  and  other  Committees 
and  act  thereon. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
and  Board  of  Assessors  to  appoint  their  own  members  to 
Town  Departments,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary 
and  compensation  of  all  elected  officers  of  the  Town  for 
the  calendar  year  1965  as  provided  in  Section  108,  Chapter 
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41,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  shall 
be  deemed  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  current 
year.   See  Budget  and  Recommendations 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1965, 
and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefore,  payable  within  one 
year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for 
a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance  with  Section 
17,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

Recommended 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  v/ill  vote  to  authorize  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  together  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  to  appoint  a  Town  Secretary  to 
serve  from  March  1,  1965  to  February  28,  1966,  who  shall 
be  provided  with  an  office,  open  to  the  public,  in  such  place 
and  during  such  hours  as  may  be  judged  most  convenient 
for  a  minimum  of  twenty  hours  per  week  throughout  the 
year,  and  that  the  duties  of  such  Secretary  shall  be  those 
set  by  the  Chairmen  of  the  Departments  of  government 
for  which  service  is  performed,  or  take  any  other  action 
thereon.

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Report  of  School  Committee 


To  the  Tovmspeople  of  Williamsburg : 
Greetings : 

The  Williamsburg  School  Committee,  comprising 
Robert  Davidson,  Robert  McCutcheon,  George  Childs, 
Richard  Warren  and  Kenneth  Sherk,  organized  with  Mr. 
McCutcheon  as  Secretary  and  Mr.  Sherk  as  Chairman. 
The  Committee  met  regularly  on  the  last  Wednesday 
evening  of  each  month.  Several  special  meetings  were 
held  as  the  occasion  demanded. 

We  were  grieved  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Heaf  ey 
who  had  served  long  years  as  Principal  of  the  Haydenville 
School,  We  will  miss  her  steady  hand,  her  intelligent  ap- 
proach and,  most  of  all,  her  understanding  heart. 

The  Committee  decided  to  appoint  Mrs.  Edith  Foster 
who  had  been  Teaching  Principal  at  the  Anne  T.  Dunphy 
School  to  be  Supervising  Principal  for  both  elementary 
schools.  The  advantages  of  this  arrangement  are  dis- 
cussed in  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent. 

Mrs.  Doris  Tilley  who  had  taught  the  second  grade  at 
Haydenville  for  twelve  years  resigned  in  September  but 
at  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  agreed  to  postpone 
the  effective  date.  However,  at  her  request,  the  Committee 
regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  on  November  13, 
1964. 

The  rearrangements  in  the  boys'  and  girls'  locker  rooms 
at  the  Anne  T.  Dunphy  School  have  been  completed.  This 
involved  tiling  one  of  the  floors,  painting,  and  changing 
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the  lockers  and  shower  stall  partitions.  More  privacy  for 
the  girls  taking  showers  has  thus  been  achieved.  We 
continued  the  practice  of  the  past  few  years  and  have  re- 
surfaced with  tile  one  of  the  rooms  at  the  Haydenville 
School.  Replacements  of  school  equipment  and  supplies, 
minor  repairs  and  regular  maintenance  have  been  carried 
out  in  the  usual  way. 

The  enrollment  as  of  the  beginning  of  the  school  year 
showed  an  increase  of  only  fifteen,  twelve  being  in  the 
High  School.  Of  the  fifty-five  members  of  the  Senior 
Class  who  were  graduated  in  June,  a  gratifying  number 
continued  their  education  at  top-flight  colleges,  univer- 
sities or  professional  schools.  Our  record  in  this  respect 
is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Feiker,  the  Guidance 
Counsellor,  Mr.  Buss,  the  High  School  Principal,  and  the 
teaching  staff. 

The  School  Department  again  finished  the  fiscal  year 
**in  the  black".  Again  the  Committee  points  out  the  fact 
that  a  lower  proportion  of  the  total  school  appropriation 
is  raised  by  local  taxation  than  in  towns  comparable  to 
Williamsburg.  This  is  a  benefit  of  the  tuition  pupils  and 
the  formula  on  which  State  reimbursement  is  based.  The 
tuition  rate  this  year  is  $450.00  and  $500.00  for  Junior 
and  Senior  High  School  pupils  respectively.  Next  year 
it  will  be  $50  higher  in  each  catagory.  Total  income  due 
to  Schools  in  fiscal  1964  was  $124,167.65.  Our  1965 
budget  is  higher  due  mostly  to  a  salary  increase  which 
was  made  mandatory  by  your  legislators  in  Boston  rais- 
ing the  minimum  salary  for  teachers  to  $5,000.00  The 
Committee  regrets  that  the  General  Court  did  not  see  fit 
to  increase  the  State's  contribution  to  local  school  systems 
so  that  the  increased  burden  would  have  been  less.  The 
salary  schedule  adopted  only  two  years  ago  and  on  which 
we  hoped  to  have  all  teachers  in  their  place  is  of  course 
''knocked  into  a  cocked  hat."  A  new  schedule  has  been 
devised  and  we  continue  our  efforts  to  achieve  a  stable 
salary  situation  in  our  school  system. 
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Probably  the  most  significent  and  important  events 
affecting  School  Department  and  the  Town  were  two 
''evaluation  visits."  One  of  these,  mentioned  in  the 
Superintendent's  Report  of  last  year,  involved  the  New 
England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 
The  evaluating  group  from  this  association  spent  several 
days  studying  our  High  School,  visiting  the  teachers  and 
discussing  problems  and  practices  with  the  students, 
teachers  and  administration.  The  group  impressed  us  as 
being  competent,  realistic  and  completely  fair.  The  re- 
port contains  many  suggestions  and  recommendations. 
The  Principal  and  the  Superintendent  and  the  School 
Committee  have  considered  all  of  them  and  classified  them 
according  to  their  pertinence  and  possible  achievement. 
This  material  which  is  far  too  extensive  to  be  discussed 
here  will  all  be  published  before  the  Town  Meeting.  In 
general  the  tenor  of  the  report  commends  the  system  for 
its  achievement  under  the  limiting  circumstances  of  old 
and  inadequate  physical  equipment.  The  Williamsburg 
High  School  has  been  accredited  by  the  NEACSS  for  a 
period  of  TW 0  YEARS !  A  ten  year  period  is  the  normal 
expectation  of  a  system  that  is  completely  approved. 

The  other  evaluation  was  carried  out  by  a  State  De- 
partment of  Education  team.  Their  report  is  now  in  our 
hands.  Its  summary  and  conclusion  follow: 

1.  The  limitations  of  an  obsolete  building  are  so  severe 
that  no  appreciable  expenditure  should  be  made  on 
the  present  plant. 

2.  Steps  should  be  taken  immediately  to  secure  an 
adequate  school  plant  to  house  a  comprehensive 
educational  program. 

3.  There  should  be  instituted  a  plan  for  curriculum 
study,  in-service  training,  and  careful  analysis  of 
new  programs,  looking  to  the  adoption  of  newer 
methods  and  content  and  expanded  course  offerings 
in  a  new  plant. 
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4.  Budgetary  provisions  should  be  made  in  support  of 
the  work  indicated  in  #3  above  including  the  hiring 
of  faculty  members  for  summer  work  in  these  areas. 

5.  Purchase  of  apparatus  and  supplies  needed  to  sup- 
port the  present  program  should  be  made  in  light  of 
curriculum  re-study  and  possible  new  school  facili- 
ties. 

6.  Funds  for  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Hilltown 
Regional  High  School  should  be  voted  at  the  1965 
town  meeting. 

7.  Guidance  services  should  be  expanded  through  the 
addition  of  counselor  time  and  clerical  help.  More 
coordination  with  the  feeder  schools  is  essential. 

8.  School  bus  transportation  should  be  provided  for 
those  pupils  participating  in  school-sponsored  after 
school  activities. 

9.  Re-organization  of  Unions  25  and  51  should  be 
studied  in  order  that  the  pupils  attending  the  pro- 
posed regional  high  school  might  have  unitary  ad- 
ministrative leadership  from  kindergarten  through 
grade  twelve. 

10.  The  present  Helen  E.  James  School  can  be  con- 
sidered for  use  in  providing  space  for  kindergartens, 
for  central  adminnistrative  offices,  and  for  offices 
for  specialists  employed  by  the  school  district. 

The  reports  of  the  School  Committee  in  the  past  years 
have  referred  to  the  seriousness  of  the  question  which  the 
Town  faces  in  regard  to  a  new  high  school  building,  re- 
gional or  otherwise.  The  danger  of  our  being  isolated 
while  our  neighboring  towns  join  contigous  regions  has 
been  mentioned.  Worthington  has  been  lost  to  us  this 
way.  The  uneconomic  practice  of  operating  a  small  high 
school  is  well  recognized  outside  of  Williamsburg  and  has 
been  pointed  out.  Now  the  results  of  the  two  recent 
surveys  make  it  plain  that  the  end  of  the  ''period-of -do- 
nothing"  is  in  sight.  THE  TOWN  MUST  TAKE  THIS 
SITUATION  SERIOUSLY ! 
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The  meetings  of  the  School  Committee  are  open  to  the 
public  and  any  citizen  who  wishes  to  visit  or  attend  will 
be  welcome.  The  Committee  has  been  pleased  to  have  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Finance  Committee  in  attendance  at 
meetings  this  fall. 

The  Committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the 
individuals  and  organizations  who  have  contributed  to 
scholarships  and  other  awards  for  the  scholastic  achieve- 
ment of  our  students.  The  Committee  recognizes  and 
appreciates  the  good  relations  it  has  enjoyed  with  all 
those  with  whom  it  has  had  dealings  in  the  past  year.

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Superintendent's  Report 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  recent  years  education  increasingly  has  been  in  the 
focus  of  public  attention  and  events  connected  with  our 
schools  are  of  extreme  concern  to  thinking  people.  Let 
us  consider  first  the  elementary  schools,  grades  one 
through  six.  Good  progress  has  been  made  in  this  area. 
The  ''modern  math"  program  was  started  in  grade  one  in 
September  and,  to  date,  has  developed  most  satisfactorily. 

The  appointment  of  Mrs.  Edith  Foster  as  Supervising 
Principal  of  the  Haydenville  and  Anne  T.  Dunphy  Schools 
improves  our  ability  to  provide  a  more  co-ordinated  edu- 
cational program. 

If  we  are  to  carefully  evaluate  our  modern  math  pro- 
gram, introduce  ability  grouping,  strengthen  and  im- 
prove our  reading  program,  and  achieve  continuity  of 
instruction  and  curriculum  in  grades  one  through  six, 
we  must  have  a  person  with  the  time  and  training  to 
follow  through  in  these  areas  and  in  any  other  situation 
which  requires  supervision. 

The  following  recommendation  is  made  in  the  interest 
of  further  improving  and  refining  our  elementary  pro- 
gram. 

Recommendation 

That  the  Haydenville  School  be  used  for  Grades  One, 
Two  and  Three  and  be  the  Primary  building  for  the  Town 
of  Williamsburg. 
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That  the  Anne  T.  Dunphy  School  be  used  for  Grades 
Four,  Five  and  Six  and  be  the  Intermediate  building  for 
the  Town  of  Williamsburg. 

Advantages 

The  cafeteria,  playground  and  physical  education  fa- 
cilities of  the  Haydenville  School  are  more  suitable  for 
grades  1-2-3. 

The  Anne  T.  Dunphy  building  has  excellent  facilities 
for  housing  grades  4-5-6. 

All  children  of  the  town  in  a  given  grade  would  have 
identical  facilities. 

We  would  be  able  to  achieve  better  balance  in  class  size.

Under  this  recommendation,  class  sizes  would  be  more 
nearly  equal. 
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The  Haydenville  fourth  grade  has  21  pupils,  17  girls 
and  4  boys.  The  fift  grade  has  18  pupils,  13  boys  and  5 
girls.  There  4  boys  and  5  girls  in  these  grades  are  at  a 
disadvantage  socially  and  in  the  physical  education 
classes. 

A  most  important  consideration  of  this  recommenda- 
tion is  that  it  would  allow  us  to  ability  group  our  pupils 
by  subjects  beginning  with  grade  two. 

Some  oppositionn  to  ability  grouping  emanates  from 
the  conviction  that  it  is  undemocratic.  The  essence  of 
democracy  is  equal  opportunity  for  all.  It  has  been 
written,  "The  education  of  free  men  must  include  the 
education  of  those  of  all  levels  of  capacity."  In  order  to 
do  this  most  effectively,  ability  grouping  is  essential.  To 
group  in  any  other  way  is,  in  fact,  undemocratic. 

Rejecting  ability  grouping  to  spare  the  feelings  of 
youngsters  is  a  delusion.  They  know,  sometimes  better 
than  we,  what  their  limitations  are.  They  compete 
whether  we  wish  them  to  or  not.  It  is  up  to  us  to  improve 
their  chances  for  success. 

There  are  many  advantages  to  ability  grouping. 

1.  It  allows  children  to  proceed  at  a  challenging  rate 
with  children  of  similar  ability. 

2.  It  challenges  children  to  do  their  best  to  remain  in 
the  group  to  which  they  are  assigned  or  to  qualify 
for  assignment  to  a  higher  group. 

3.  Methods  and  materials  used  with  such  groups  are 
more  applicable  to  the  children  because  of  the 
similarity  of  pupil  ability. 

4.  Instructional  material  (text  books,  library  books, 
audio-visual  aids,  etc.)  for  grades  1-2-3  would  be 
placed  in  the  Haydenville  School,  and  materials  for 
grades  4-5-6  would  be  placed  in  the  Anne  T. 
Dunphy  School.  This  would  be  more  efficient  and 
less  expensive  than  having  to  provide  materials  for 
all  six  grades  in  both  buildings. 
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5.  Children  with  less  ability  are  able  to  receive  more 
individual  attention  from  the  teacher  when  they 
are  placed  together  in  a  class,  as  are  children  of 
greater  ability. 

The  recommendation  is  that  we  ability  group  by  sub- 
jects. This  is  accomplished  by  setting  up  the  schedule  in 
the  following  manner.  For  example,  let  us  use  grade 
three. 


In  this  sample,  a  child  with  high  ability  in  reading  and 
language  arts  would  take  these  subjects  with  the  A  sec- 
tions. If  he  has  less  ability  in  mathematics  and  science 
he  would  take  these  subjects  with  the  B  sections. 

The  purpose  of  this  type  of  grouping  is  to  place  a  child 
with  the  proper  group  in  each  subject  so  that  he  may  re- 
ceive instruction  on  a  level  which  is  challenging  to  his 
ability. 

Children  would  not  be  locked  permanently  into  any 
group.  The  Principal  and  teachers  would  continually  re- 
view the  progress  of  each  child  and  make  any  needed 
changes. 

An  argument  against  this  recommendation  is  that  it 
would  require  that  the  grade  1-2-3  children  living  in  the 
Williamsburg  area  be  transported  to  the  Haydenville 
School  and  that  the  grade  4-5-6  children  living  in  Hayden- 
ville area  be  transported  to  the  Anne  T.  Dunphy  School. 

Transportation  of  children  to  central  schools  so  that 
they  may  receive  a  better  education  is  accepted  procedure 
throughout  the  country.  It  certainly  is  no  hardship  for 
school  age  children  to  be  transported  two  miles  over  a 
good  highway.  Bus  riding  is  no  pleasure  for  adults.  We

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therefore  assume  that  our  children  would  not  like  to  ride, 
whereas,  in  fact,  most  young  children  enjoy  the  experi- 
ence of  riding  on  a  school  bus. 

I  feel  that  approval  of  this  recommendation  is  the  most 
important  step  we  can  take  to  improve  and  equalize  the 
educational  opportunities  of  the  elementary  school,  child- 
ren of  Williamsburg. 

Our  Junior-Senior  High  School  situation  will  not  be 
discussed  in  this  report.  The  thorough  and  detailed 
findings  and  recommendations  of  the  visiting  committee 
of  the  New  England  Association  of  College  and  Secondary 
Schools  and  those  of  the  Survey  Team  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Education  will  be  published  prior  to 
Town  Meeting  and  will  provide  information  which  should 
be  carefully  studied  by  everyone.

Report  of  School  Nurse 


The  annual  report  of  the  school  nurse  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted for  the  year  1964. 

All  children  in  the  elementary  grades  are  weighed  and 
measured  twice  during  the  school  year. 

The  Tine  tuberculin  test  was  done  in  grades  1,  7  and 
12  on  May  4  by  Dr.  Fred  Goodhue  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Houston.  On  May  7  the  results  were  checked  by  Dr. 
Goodhue.  This  test  is  also  offered  to  all  school  personnel. 
One  positive  reaction  was  found  among  the  pupils.  The 
family  of  the  child  was  advised  to  have  him  x-rayed,  also 
members  of  the  family.  This  does  not  mean  there  is 
illness  present. 

Dr.  Modestow  did  dental  examinations  on  138  children 
whose  parents  gave  permission.  This  yearly  examination, 
also  dental  certificates  which  are  given  to  all  elementary 
grade  pupils,  serves  as  a  reminder  to  parents  of  the  im- 
portance of  early  dental  care.  The  certificates  should  be 
signed  by  the  family  dentist  and  returned  to  the  school. 
Some  home  visits  have  been  made  and  follow  up  work 
done  to  aid  some  children  in  getting  dental  care. 

Physical  examinations  were  completed  in  Haydenville 
on  October  22  by  Dr.  Hemenway  on  all  elementary  grade 
pupils. 

Physical  examinations  were  done  during  September 
and  October  on  high  school  pupils  previous  to  partici- 
pation in  competitive  athletics.  The  children  in  the  first, 
third,  fifth,  seventh,  ninth  and  twelfth  grades  were  ex- 
amined during  the  school  term.  They  are  also  weighed 
and  measured  at  the  same  time. 
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The  audiometer  was  borrowed  from  the  Amherst 
Public  Health  Center  for  hearing  tests  during  December. 
Seven  failed  this  test  and  the  parents  were  advised  to 
take  the  child  to  the  family  physician  or  an  ear  specialist. 

The  Massachusetts  vision  test  was  done  on  all  pupils 
and  completed  on  November  15.  Sixty-one  pupils  failed 
this  test  and  the  parents  were  advised  to  consult  an  eye 
specialist. 

Several  cases  of  German  Measles  and  Chicken  Pox 
were  reported  among  the  school  children  before  school 
closed  in  June. 

Many  cases  of  bumps,  bruises,  abraisions  and  minor 
ailments  were  given  first  aid. 

The  second  in  a  series  of  three  school  nurse  workshops 
was  attended  the  last  week  of  June.  They  are  held  at 
Simmons  College  and  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts 
Division  of  Maternal  Child  Health  and  the  Public  Health 
Nursing  Section.  Their  objective  is  to  assist  nurses  in  the 
improvement  of  school  health  nursing  practices. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Reddington,  the  teachers,  the 
school  physicians,  the  school  committee  and  all  parents 
for  their  cooperation.

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HILLTOWN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


Since  town  meeting  in  1963,  the  Hilltown  Regional 
School  District  Committee  has  not  been  the  most  active 
group  in  the  region,  but  it  is  still  an  operating  entity. 
Plans  for  1965  include  a  series  of  meetings  to  survey  once 
again  the  secondary  school  needs  of  the  district,  to  study 
again  the  enrollment  projections  of  the  district,  to  look 
again  at  the  problems  of  curriculum  and  space  needs;  to 
update  the  recommendations  of  two  years  ago. 

As  specified  in  the  report  of  the  N.  E.  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  April  1964,  there  is  a 
fundamental  problem  of  inadequate  plant  facilities  at  the 
Helen  E.  James  School.  These  facilities  can  not  support 
a  program  of  studies  adequate  to  all  the  students  attend- 
ing. Accreditation  has  been  given  for  two  years  only — 
until  April  1965. 

A  survey  of  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Education,  December 
1964,  made  similar  observations.  This  report  is  summed 
up:  **A  quality  program  of  education  for  all  of  the  pupils 
can  not  be  carried  on  in  the  present  overcrowded  and  out- 
moded physical  facilities  of  Williamsburg  Junior-Senior 
High  School.^' 

The  committee  feels  that  two  factors  point  to  the  need 
for  real  planning  and  action:  1.  Two  survey  committees 
have  stressed  the  inadequacy  of  the  physical  facilities  in 
the  high  school,  2.  Accreditation  has  been  given  for  only 
two  years. 

We  plan  to  submit  a  budget,  operating  and  capital,  to 
the  six  towns  in  the  District  in  1965.  Our  meetings  will 
be  open  to  the  public;  we  will  welcome  suggestions  and 
ideas.  This  Committee  is  convinced  that  a  regional  school 
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is  the  best  answer  to  a  thorny  question:  that  such  a  school 
can  give  all  our  students  the  education  they  need;  that 
such  a  school  can  solve  the  problem  of  inadequate  physical 
facilities  best  and  most  economically.
